third and fourth years of the reign of their late majejiies 
c. ii.r.ii. William and ^een Mary, it was provided^ That in every 

parijh a hook or hooks jSould be kept^ wherein the names of all perfonsj 
who did or might receive cplle^ions Jhould be regijired^ with the time 
when they were firjl admitted to fmh relief and the occafion which 
brought them under that necejfity ; and that no fuch perfon Jhould be 
allowed to have or receive couenion at the charge of the parijh^ hut by 
authority^ or under the hand of one jujlice of peace rejtding in fuch 
parijh,^ or if none ^here dwellings in the parts near or next adjoining j 
or by order of the jufices at their quarter fejjions^ except in cafe of 
piflilential difeafcs^ plague or fmall-pox : and whereas under colour 
of the provifo in the faid aHy many perjons have applied to fome ju- 
Jiices of peacey without the knowledge of any officers of the parijhy 
and thereby^ upon untrue fuggeJiionSy ana fometimes upon falfe or fri~ 
vohus pretences^ have obtained relief which hath greatly contributed to 
the encreafe of the parijh-^rates: for remedy whereof, be it enafted by

W HEREAS notvnthjianding the many goad laws, which have 
been made and pajfed for preventing oj frauds and abufes in 
his MajeJiy's duties of excife, and other hts Matefty's duties which 
have been put under theuceipt and management of the refpeStive cem- 
miUioners of excife in Great Britain, the fveral and refpeSwe re- 
venues, artfmg by and from the jatd feveral and refpetiive duties, 
are very much lejfened, by th clandcjiine and collufiye importation of 
brandy, arrack, rum, Jpirits and firong waters, coffee, tea, cocoa- 
nuts and chocolate, into this kingdom of Great Britain, from ports 
beyond the fas, without payment of any of the duties by law charg-

growth of flax and hemp within that part of the united kingdom is
